2. BELGRADE DAILY BORBA MARCH 18 CARRIES FRONT- PAGE (3 
COLUMN, RIGHT) TANJUG REPORT ON PANAMA CITY UN SECURITY 
COUNCIL SESSION. TANJUG WRITES THAT KEY PROPOSAL DEALS 
WITH " PANAMA' S" JUSTIFIED CLAIM TO RESTITUTION OF SOVEREIGN 
RIGHTS TO PANAMA CANAL ZONE" OF WHICH SHE WAS DEPRIVED 
EARLY THIS CENTURY " ON STRENGTH OF TREATY IMPOSED BY US 
WITH ’ FOREVER’ COLONIALIST CLAUSE." TANJUG CONTINUES THAT 
STATEMENTS MADE BY CUBAN MINISTER ROA ON US EVACUATION AND

REPORTS FROM PANAMA THAT " NEW SPIRIT" PREVAILS IN LATIN 
AMERICA: " LATION AMERICA FOR LATIN AMERICANS" AND THAT " TIME 
HAS COME FOR NEW INTERPRETATION OF FAMOUS MONROE DOCTRINE 
ON WHICH WASHINGTON BASED WHOLE CENTURY OF ITS POLICIES.”

COUNTRIES SOUTH OF RIO GRANDE." TANIUG ADDS THAT AMERICAN
